Why not rcsolvo our- 
selves into a orand charitable com- | 
uiittce and relieve the poor, not only 
in all these cities, but in ail the.!cs- 
tiiute neighborhoods in the entire 
lam.? What xpeeial claim has the 
city of Washington upon the boun- 
ty" of Congress more than the city 
of Brooklyn, or the site o>' Louis- 
ville, or the site of Cincinnati? 

The gentleman fr uii Uiiootl I Nr. 
Cook) says that the Guvirumiut 
owns one-half of the taxable prop- 
erty of the city, and does net pay- 
taxes upon it.

While the Beard of Health is 
boihaasag its brains with discussions 
' fl how small pox was brought to 
thi- sity, Tnl bj to whether quarao- 
harged with the ro- 
j msibilitv of sending it here, o 
strange disease is gaining foothold 
anions the lower classes of cur pop- 
ulation. 

The disease is known a. relapsing 
It has hitherto been unknown 
in this country, and -rutt K .?va bean 
imported to this city by emigrants 
am vino- from London, or Liverpool, 
or some German port. It is 3ai J . tu 
be a portable disease, and one which, 
with aa adequate supply of material 
to feed upon spreads with remarka- 
ble facility. The first case oce -rred 
early in December, since r/hich time 
nearly twenty cases have come te the 
notice of the medical fraternity, aad 
been treated with success. Several 
of the patients were taken to Belle- 
vuo Hospital, and while there the 
disease was communi-atsd to the 
younger physicians in attendance. 

Relapsing fever, though un to the 
pr -.nt time unknown in tha United 
Si it i - has frequently raged in ep- 
idemic form io Germany, Russia aod 
the British Islands. Like typhus, 
it is a famine fever, occurring ia 
of great distress, and attack- 
in.:, in the first 

1 Ml of communities. It 
nlv begins with a severe chill, which 
is followed by the usual phcomena 
fevtr. These phenomena coati'-ra 
to increase until at't"?r three cr lour, 
or sometimes six days, at the expi- 
ration of which, copions perspira- 
tions terminate the attack. The pa- 
tient then remains free of tha fever, 
though often feeble and "iling till 
about the fourteenth day, when a 
secon ' chili intervenes, followed by 
phenomena, • imilar to tho?o of the 
first attack Sometimes a seeoV. 
relapse occurs about the twsniy-Sr»t 
day, and cases are recorded in wh-^h 
three and even four relapses 
been observed. Though the 
toins, while the fever is on, are vio- 
lent, the pulse very frequent, - nd the 
temperature high, the disease is at- 
tended with comparatively little dan- 
ger — the mortality commonly not 
exceeding four or live per cent. 

Relapsing lever spreads by con- 
tagion, like oiher pestilences, and 
when it becomes epidemic, the cases 
are not confined to the poor and 
needy. In Kuropc it has been known 
to extend to the upper classes of so- 
ciety , numoerintr its victims by thou- 
sands. Physicians, well informed 
on the current medical literature of 
tin b)m . noticed, several months 
since, that the disease had made its 
.ranee in London, and that nu- 
n trou- cases bad be«n there received 
into the hospitals. It is believed 
was brought to New Yerk 
from that city, reaching here, of 
course, through quarantine.
